Europe-—The idea that Hitler 
fs preparing for a march through 
Spain or Turkey is unplausible 
He is now gravely threatened 
on two fronts, the Russian and 


African. Never before has he 
been in such a corner, One at 
a time was his motto, and it 
worked well for three years of 


war. Now that he has two fronts, 
he is not likely to open a third, 

As a matter of fact, Hitler 1s 
facing a third front, meaning the 
Allied air offensive in Western 
Europe and against Italy. These 
mass bombings may have had a 
greater effect in disrupting com- 
munications and industrial pro- 
duction than has been reported 

Hitler is unquestionably snart 
of oil and the means to trans- 
port it, which may possibly ex- 
plain his inability to make a 
greater showing in the air. The 
Russian campaign has sapped his 
resources, When the African one 
arrived. he was not equipped to 
cope with it 

German forces 
seize the French fleet in the 
harbor of Toulon, but all the 
ships were blown up and scuttled, 
according to French reports, to 
prevent them from falling into 
German hands. Havas dispatches 
report that all the ships, includ 
ing the 35,000-ton battleship 
Strasbourg, now lie sunkey at

North Africa; Unless Gerimany 
can throw more air power into 
North Africa than has far 
been shown, the prospects look 
good for a complete Allied vic- 
tory in the Mediterranean 

The Allies are closing in on 
Bizerte and Tunis; Rommel’s 
forces are still being chased 
across the Libyan desert so rap- 
idly that their communication 
lines cannot be maintained. The 
position of the Axis land forees 
looks almost hopeless unless Hit- 
ler can achieve preponderance in 
the air.

The Axis had been expected 
to concentrate the bulk of its air 
force in the southern campaign, 
risking everything to forestall an

It 
may yet manifest itself, since it 
takes time to get planes from 
Europe and especially to organ-

Russia: A Berlin broadcast ack- 
nowledged that massive Russian 
tank forces had achieved “a fairly 
deep penetration” of German 
defence lines northeast of Mos- 
cow, with the Russians striking 
simultaneously in the Velikie 
Luki region, 265 miles west of 
Moscow, and near the big Nazi 
base at Rzhey, 135 miles north- 
west of Moscow, 

Stalin is far closer to achieve- 
ment of his purpose of driving 
the invader off Russian soil in the 
Toropets-Rzhey salient of the 
Moscow front that at any other 
point along the vast Nazi-Russian 
battle line. Moreover, in that 
region of west central Russia, and 
in the Lake Ilmen area farther 
north, winter is much farther 
advanced than southward in the 
Don Loop west of Stalingrad or 
in the Caucasus 


Pacific Theatre: Japan's forces 
defending the Buna beach head 
in Northeast New Guinea have 
received reinforcements in spite 
of the naval lesses they have 
suffered, At the moment they are 
holding their own against the at- 
tacking Australians and Ameri- 
cans. The fighting in the Buna 
area slackened somewhat on the 
ground today, but continued in- 
tensely in the air, Allied planes 
continue to range to the north of 
Australia against Timor.

Passenger trains are to start running 
daily between Edmonton and Dawson 
Creek, starting point of the Alaska high- 
way. Traffic incidental to military opera- 
tions is of course the main factor in caus- 
ing the establishment of this frequent ser- 
vice at present. Had the war not occurred 
there would be no highway, and no daily 
trains to connect with it, untit some time 
in the future. 

But the highway will be there when the 
war ends, and the daily trains are likely to 
continue to run, The new road is not only 
an inlet to and an outlet from Alaska, for 
war purposes. It affords access to a great 
stretch of intervening territory which was 
not heretofore available to tourists or cap- 
able of development. 

When military needs no longer require 
use of the highway and absorb attention, 
there will be a flood of tourist traffic into 
and through the vast expanse of unknown 
country it traverses. There will also be, 
beyond doubt, a great influx of explorers 
and prospectors into that area and a rapid 
and far-flung awakening of productive and 
commercial enterprise. 

Aside altogether from the immediate 
purpose of its building, the highway has 
opened up an empire whose resources are 
said to be both varied and extensive. 
These, as has been the case in other sec- 
tions of the west, will draw enterprising 
men and capital into the country to start 
the processes of development. 

The building of this road has also 
drawn attention to the whole Peace River 
and Grande Prairie areas, and an expan- 
sion of settlement, production and trade 
there is certain. 

The first daily passenger train which 
pulls out of Edmonton for Dawson Creek 
will for all these reasons signify the com- 
ing of a new era into the enormous re- 
gion which lies between this city and the 
Alaska boundary.

De Gaulle and Darlan 


It is easy to understand the feelings of 
General de Gaulle and his associates at the 
spectacle of Admiral Darlan posing as the 
friend of the Allies in North Africa. They 
may be sure these feelings of mistrust are 
widely shared in Allied countries, as they 
doubtless are by the Allied political and 
military leaders. 

But in war help has to be taken where 
it can be got, and Darlan was in position 
to give, or to withhold, powerful help in 
the French colonies. The measure of his 
influence is shown by the readiness with 
which the French forces there took orders 
from him, even against the radio appeals 
of Marshal Petain, 

Suppose Darlan’s help had been spurn- 
ed? The Allied troops would have had to 
fight their way into every nook and cor- 
ner of Morocco and Algiers, against the 
Vichy forces backed, by German and Ital- 
ian forces. In all probability thousands 
of Allied soldiers would have been killed 
and wounded, great stores of supplies and 
equipment would have been used up, pre- 
cious time would have been lost, and 
Dakar would still be hostile. 

Thanks to Darlan—whatever were his 
motives—Morocco and Algiers were oc- 
cupied at little cost, Dakar switched with- 
out a shot fired, and the French troops in 
the northern colonies are now fighting 
with the Allies to oust the Axis out of 
Tunisia and to round up the remnants of 
Rommel’s army. Hitler never, anywhere, 
obtained such results at so little cost. 

Specific assurance has been given that 
Darlan was not paid for his assistance by 
any compromising promises. 

General Giraud, to whose patriotism de 
Gaulle has paid high tribute, made no dif- 
ficulty about serving with Darlan’s ap- 
proval and says he is co-operating ‘with 
joy with the Allied High Command”. That 
should go some way to reconcile de Gaulle 
and his associates to the position of af- 
fairs in North Africa, despite their amaze- 
ment at the temporary status of the turn- 
coat Admiral.

Safety First 


It is not true, and it is not compliment- 
ary to the intelligence of the peoples of the 
United Nations, to say that we do not 
know what we are fighting for. 

The Allied peoples do know that, very 
clearly and very positively. They are 
fighting to save themselves from being 
Subjugated by the butchering bullies who 
have enslaved Europe from Spain to Rus- 
sia and from Norway to Turkey, and who 
on the other side of the world have spread 
slaughter and pillage over an area quite as 
large and even more populous 

That was the purpose, the all-sufficient 
and all-embracing purpose, for which the 
United Nations took arms. If we achieve 
this object we shall be able to shape the 
course of the future. If we fail, it will 
make no difference what course the Allied 
peoples or any of them want future events 
to follow. 

What the critics really mean is that the 
Allies have not pledged themselves to 
bring about changes in world relationships 
and government which the critics hope 
for, That is a quite different proposition, 
and it is true. 

The Atlantic Charter stated in only 
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general terms the aims upon which the 
Allies are agreed for the retoration of 
world peace. How far beyond these gen- 
eral terms the Allied Governments could 
go in agreement, or how far they are en- 
titled to try to go, is conjectural. If they 
compiled a list of war aims including all 
the demands of the sticklers for detail, the 
list would have as many clauses as the 
Treaty of Versailles, and as many incen- 
tives to squabbling and secession. 

Since they still govern themselves, it is 
the right and privilege of citizens of the 
free countries to discuss and compare re- 
construction plans and aims, But to say 
these must be officially codified, debated 
and agreed upon while the menace of en- 
| slavement still hangs over us, is neither 
reasonable nor safe. Schism, rather than 
unity, would be in prospect if that were 
attempted. 

The present job of the Allies is to make 
| sure that they will not be struck down and 
submerged in barbarism. If they accomp- 
lish that, they will have time and oppor- 
tunity to plan the world to come with as- 
surance that they can make their plans 
come true.

| not hide their friendship for Fas- 
}cism and Nazism were little quali- 
|fied, in such a sérious case, to 
| render, with a free and independent 
mind, a judgment inspired only by 
obedience to lawerespect to fairness 
and love for the mother-country. 

“Me may add that in the present 
instance we might have used the 
singular instead of the plural.” 

The section was read just as court 
was adjourning. Mr. Justice Sur- 
veyer glanced over the article and 
commented: “If anybody wants to 
prosecute let him do so, but 1 will 
not.”
